Loxpox, July 1L—William Waldorf
Astor, the head of the famous Astor family,
died here to-day.

On Wednesday last he went on a boating
trip for s portion of the day, and dnring
the excursion sharp showers came on and
be, with the other members of the party,

Wiltiam Waldors Astor.

was drenched. He returned home without
giving very much thought to the incident,
but during the evening he felt chilly and
had violent pains in the lower portions of

his back.

Skn!ich of the Deceased.

The head of the house of Astor, William
Waldor! Astor, 15 the first of his name who
has been at all prominent in public life and
wlio has ventured fnto other domains than
those of commerce and soclety, Like his
father, Jonn Jacob Astor, he isa mun of
large physlque, and, although not hand-
some, of striking appearance.

Mr. Astor was born in New York City in
March, 15¢8. His mother was Miss Gibbos,
a daughter of u rich South Carolina wer
chant, and Mr, Astor was her only child,
He is the directlinenl descendant of the first
John Jacob Astor who founded the fortune
of the fumily. Willimm Waldor! Astor 1s
the greatsgmrandson of the original John
Jaeob Astor, his fatbher having been the
eides: son of William 8. Astor, who in turn
was the eldest son of the family's founder,
The only remaining member of the second
generation of the Astor famlily is Willlam
Astor,

From a boy he evinced literary tas'es, and
i mother's own prediloctions in tbis direc-
tion strongly influenced Dbim. He was
sfforded uli possible opportunities of educa-
tion, and his early years were watched over
with the most tendersolicitude and affeclion
by both his parenta, He had tutors at home,
and after a thorough proparatory course he
entered Columbia College, and then, after
completing his coarse there, entercd the
Columbin law school, where he was gradao-
ated in 1675 He stadied hard both in college
and in the law school, and, aithough not
considered bLrilliant, ranked wall and was
highly esteomed by his fustruotors and fol-
low students.

He Enters the Legal Profession.

After Leaving the Law Schonl he entered
the law office of Lord, Day & Lord, one of
the leading firms of the eity, and there ac-
quired a knowledge of oftice business which
rounded his education. He was never
prominent at the bar, but was chilefly em-
ployed in the preparation of casesand in
alding his father in looking after the inter-
esis, especinlly from the lezml side, of
the vast estate which he was Iater called
upon toadministor, He was nlways an om-
niverous reader, and it was shortly afver his

raduntion from the Law School that he

gan, with severnl young soticty friendas,
tiie publicstion of & smull maguzine. This
was issmed vnder the auspices of a small
mosioly, also organized by Mr. Astor and
which met at resmlur intervals at the houses
of {ts members and was called the Beefsteak
Club. For this magazine Mr. Astor pre-
rared several articles, which, although
they hind only a limited and society oirculn-
tion, showed good thought and were highly
commended by older men who had an op-
portunity of reading and examining the
publication.

His mothier’s position as the virtual leader
of New York society necessarily brought
Mr. Astorinto the midst of the gayeties of
sucoessive sensons. As the helr of the Astor
millions he wus naturaliy an object of inter-
est to match-muking mammas, but many a
trap spresad for him with the greatest care
fulled to secure him asna prize. He was not
over fond of soclety, and his height made
him a& somewhat awkward, while Lis
near-sightedness aulso gave him the repota-
tion of being shy and timid. He was nota
gracelul dancer, and seldom attempted the
walte, much less the more energetic polka,
preferting always conversation with svme
maa friend or some older wowan,

Mr. Astor's Carcer in Poiitics,

Early in Oectober, 157, Mr. Astor was
wiited upon sy a deputation of Kepublican
friends und polivicians, who urged him to
accept the nomination for the Assemlly in
his district, the Eleventh. After some re-
flection and consultation with his parents
he decided to necept, and was unanimously
nominated on October 8, 1877, His candi-
dacy was the beginning of the custom of
young men of wealth and soclal position in
New York going into polities. Up to thas
tipe it bad been considered not quite the
thlng, and for days atter his nomination the
clubs were stirred Ly the Auuwouncement
thut “Willie Astor was going 1o run for the
Assembly." The district being naturally a
Hepublican one and the nawe of Astor car-
1ying weizht, it is needless o may that the
contest was not particularly difficult, ang
that Mr. Astor was elected by & good ma-

Jority.

He served his term at Albany creditably,
bLut his newness to politics and lack of ex-
perience in smlking on his teet did not ren-
der hiw particularly conspicuous during the
session, He won the approval, however, of
his constitnents and of the public at large,
voted right from the public standpoint on
every important quesidon snd was pro-
nounced n success, On October 16, 1579, he
was tendered and accepted the nomination
to the State Sonnte, which was followed in
duc conrse by his clection. His experience
in the Assemnbly now bexan to bear fruit,
und he made an exoellent record u the more
important body.

home time before his election to the Sen-
fte he had oeased to e of matrnimonial in-
terest to New York msimninas, it having been
resorved to a Philadeiphia matron and her
daughter to bear away the prize. One of
the most prowisent familles in the society
ol the Quuker City were the Pauls, una the
dnughier, Miss Mary Paul, who mnde her
delut in the Centenainl year, both from her
family's position and her own beauty, be-
came at onee the ncknowledged bolle of
Philadeiphia and thie bride of Mr. Astor in
1677, Turee chiidren were borm to Mr, and
Mra, Astor—two bors aud a girl—the eldest
ot whom, William Waldor{, is now abous }2
years old.

!!- Falls to Enter Congress,

In 1880 Mr. Astor was nominated for Con-
gress. His opponent on the Democratic side
was Philip Henry Dugro, and although the
district was largely Democratic and com-
paratively littie money was spent, on one
side at least. g0 firmly established was Mr,
Astor's re and so enorgotic was his
canvass that he wus only defeated by & nar-
row majority of 14 votes, The de’ent was
fo pearly & vietory thut he was the more
willing to tethpt fate aguin und enter the
coutest in the sncoseding nutumn, whieh he
did in she Ninih Districr, belng nominpted
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brought victory. The Republican party did
not forzet Mr, Astor's gallant flehg, and in
1892 President Arthur tendered him the ap-
pointment of Minister to Italy, which he &t
once sccepted, He salled for Europs soon
after, und for thres years and until the ap-
sintment of his succeasor by President
‘leveland, in 1895, represented the United
States at the Italinn Court.

Swon after his return he began to put into
ehape the matorial he had gathered whileat
BEamo and in 185 published his first inovel
“Valentino," a story of history and romance
in Imly, which brooght him pmmlnentlg
before the publioas au author. Itis sal
thut he was aided in the preparation of this
work by the lute Allen Thorndike Rice, one
of his most Intimate friends. Since then
Mr. Astor Les kept at his literary labors and
has prodneed numerous short sketches and
uo:?- and recently published his second
*Swork, forza, a Romenee of Milan.”

Frresonal Characteristics of Mr. Astor.

William Waldorf Astor's chief characteris-
tics were tenacity of parposs, strong will,
literary tastes, domestic attachments and
affection for his friends. His cirele of In.
timate noquaintances was comparatively
gmall, but those who know him wall are de-
voted to him, and he has sthe respect and
esteom of the community. Like his father
and ancestors, he was conservative, prudent
and somewhatexelu=ive In his dealings with
men. His home life is a happy one, and he
Lns always led n blameless li5s2. He fsa
strong Episcopnlinn. His habits of life were
regular; he needs and takes mueh exercise,
is an expert swimmer and o good horseman
and gymnost.

OCCULTATION OF MARS,

Position Assamed by ths Heavenly Bodies
Last Night,

What the astronomers term the occulta-
tion of Mars occurred lusé night about 12
o'clock. Mars is said to be in oceunltation
when the moon passes between her and the
earth, thus hiding her from view. This is
the position assumed by these bodies last
night, though it was not observable from
Pittsburg, owing to the fact that the moon
wae too low in the horizon. From most

| points from which the phenomena conld be

observed it required abont an hour for the
dise of the moon to pass over Mars. The
vecultation oecurs at irregular intervals and
devends upon the changing of the orbits of
the earth and Mars. Secarcely a year passes
but that some of the larger planets are oc-
culted. From the astronomer’s point of
view, however, these phenomena are of lit-
tie importance.

Ovcoultations of Jupiter and Uranus will
take place this month, but the occurrences
will nof be visible from Pittsborg.
